"The Favor of the Lord" 

"May the favor of the Lord our God rest upon us; Establish the work of our hands 
for us— yes, establish the work of our hands. " - Psalm 90: 1 7 

I just love those beautiful words, "May the favor of the Lord our God rest upon us. " 
The word "favor" can mean friendly or kind regard, goodwill, approval, liking, favorit- 
ism, kind or generous. However, I think the message that the psalmist is conveying 
when he talks about the "favor" of our Lord is grace. May the blessing of grace from 
our Lord and Savior rest upon us. What comfort we have in knowing that the favor of 
the Lord our God, His mercy and grace, is upon us. His love for us is eternal through 
the sacrifice of Jesus who died so that we might live forever in God's favor.

In Hebrews 4:13, we are reminded that "Nothing in all creation is hidden from 
God's sight. " God knows if our thoughts, words and actions are sincere and for His 
Glory, not for our own personal recognition. This is affirmed in the Gospel lesson in 
Mark 10:21 when Jesus looked at the young man and loved him by instructing him to 
go sell everything and follow Him. It is this great love that instructs us to put God 
first in our lives and commit all that we do for His Glory so that we can fully embrace 
the joy and peace that comes from living our lives covered by God's grace. 

Father God, we thank You with sincere hearts for your perpetual love, grace and 
mercy that we have through Your Son.
